Under these conditions most bulbs 
will rot. The better method would be to piani in a soil that has good 
drainage, water once to settle the soil around the bulb and thereafter 
waier sufficiently only to keep the soil from becoming bone-dry. Start 
watering only after the bulb has started active growth. Fertilize only | 
after the bulb has made considerable leaves, and then either with a sur- 
face mulch of well rotted barnyard manure or with weak liquid manure. 


some bulbs will not flower the first season after they are disturbed, 
especially if ordered to be dug out of season.
